Upon allowance 
of any claims in this application, all restrictions on the availability to the public of the variety 
will be irrevocably removed by affording access to a deposit of at least 25 vials of 
microtubers of the same variety with the American Type Culture Collection, Manassas, 
Virginia, or another acceptable depository.
